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NOVELTY - The shoulder tool (16) has right and left shoulder carrying hooks 
(20) attached on both sides of the width direction of a slide unit (19). The 
slide unit supports a drum or a keyboard in front of a music player by 
positioning the slide unit on the approximate center section of the chest of a 
music player in a state wherein the shoulder carrying hooks are mounted on the 
shoulder of the music player. 

USE - For use in supporting keyboard or drum in front of a rnusic player. 

ADVANTAGE - Ensures favorable wearing of tool on shoulder of music player 
with 

reduced feeling of oppression to player's chest.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] this invention can be shouldered and can relate to tools, and in 
more detail, where the feeling of oppression to a thorax is reduced, it can equip with it — 
it shoulders and is related with tools. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As a well-known Martin GUKI board used for a 
performance of a drum and fife corps etc., what is shown in drawing 5 is known, for 
example. Player P can be equipped with this Martin GUKI board 70 where the body 74 of 
a keyboard containing a keyboard 71 or loudspeaker 72 grade and this body 74 of a 
keyboard are supported — it shoulders, and it has tools 75 and is constituted. While being 
equipped so that it may shoulder and tools 75 may be caught in this thorax side unit 78 
located in the center of abbreviation of Player's P P, i.e., a wearing person, thorax B, and 
the wearing person's P shoulder S It has the attachment member 89 which connects the 
lower limit side of the shoulder credit sections 80 and 80 of a Uichi Hidari pair which 
make the side view abbreviation hook configuration which curves along with the cross 
direction of the shoulder S concerned, and the upper limit side of the thorax side unit 78 
and the shoulder credit sections 80 and 80, and is constituted. The lobes 89A and 89A to 
which this attachment member 89 projects outward from the right-and-left both sides of 
the thorax side unit 78, respectively are formed, and the lower limit side of the shoulder 
credit sections 80 and 80 is attached in the lobes 89A and 89A concerned. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, if it shoulders and is in tools 75, 
since it has said structure where Lobes 89A and 89A project outward from the thorax side 
unit 78, to the wearing person P who is shouldering and performing the Martin GUKI 
board 70, the large area of Thorax B is covered, a feeling of oppression is given, and this 
invites un-arranging [ of becoming a failure when performing long duration ]. 
[0004] 

[Objects of the Invention] Its attention is paid inconvenient, and it is thought out and this 
invention has the purpose in such a thing that can reduce the feeling of oppression to a 
thorax and can give a good feeling of wearing and for which it shoulders and tools are 
offered. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain said purpose, this invention was 
equipped with the shoulder credit section of a Uichi Hidari pair with which the body can 



be equipped where a predetermined support object is supported and with which shoulders 
and a wearing person's shoulder is equipped in tools, and the thorax side unit which stand 
in a row in these shoulder credit section, and are located in a wearing person's center of 
thorax abbreviation, and said shoulder credit section has taken the configuration of being 
attached in a ******** location in the right-and-left width of face of said thorax side 
unit. Without according to such a configuration, preparing the conventional lobe which 
projects in right-and-left both directions rather than a thorax side unit, since the shoulder 
credit section is attached in the right-and-left width of face of a thorax side unit in the 
******** location, the shoulder credit section can be attached in a thorax side unit, the 
feeling of oppression to a thorax can be reduced, and a good feeling of wearing can be 
given. 
[0006] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] As for the shoulder credit section in this invention, it is 
desirable to take the configuration of having a shoulder pad field in alignment with the 
cross direction of said shoulder and the base field which carried out include-angle 
displacement so that it might be extended outside toward a shoulder pad field from said 
thorax side unit. Thus, with constituting, even if each shoulder credit section is attached 
in the right-and-left width of face of a thorax side unit in a ******** location, it becomes 
possible to double spacing of each shoulder pad field with a wearing person's breadth of 
its shoulders. 
[0007] 

[Example] Hereafter, it explains, referring to a drawing about the example of this 
invention. In addition, it is used for below about the location location at the time of 
meeting and seeing the player (wearing person) putting on the Martin GUKI board of the 
condition of drawing 1 , unless especially the directional publication was specified or 
directions, such as a "top", the "bottom", "left", "right", "before", and the "back." 
[0008] The outline perspective view of the Martin GUKI board concerning this example 
which shoulders and contains tools is shown in drawing 1 . in this drawing, where the 
body 1 5 of a keyboard and this body 1 5 of a keyboard as a support object containing a 
keyboard 12 or a loudspeaker 13 are supported, Player's P (wearing person P) body can 
be equipped with the Martin GUKI board 10 - it shoulders, and it has tools 16 and is 
constituted. 

[0009] Based on the key stroke of a keyboard 12, the well-known structure which can be 
pronoxmced from a loudspeaker 13 through the amplifier unit which is not illustrated is 
adopted as said body 15 of a keyboard is indicated by JP,06-050094,U etc. Since the 
structure of this body 15 of a keyboard is not the summary of this invention, it omits 
detailed explanation here. 

[0010] While being fixed to the back end side of said support firame 17 whose tools 16 
shoulder and support the body 15 of a keyboard fixed, and this support frame 17 While 
being fixed in the center of right-and-left abbreviation of the dinner-pad section 1 8 
located near the wearing person's P abdomen, and this dinner-pad section 18 While 
standing in a row in the slide unit 19 as a thorax side unit located in the center of 
abbreviation of the wearing person's P thorax B, and this slide unit 19, it has the shoulder 
credit sections 20 and 20 of a Uichi Hidari pair with which the wearing person's P 
shoulder S is equipped, and is constituted. 

[001 1] As said slide unit 19 is shown in drawing 2 , while being arranged inside the 1st 



slide member 25 of the shape of an end-face abbreviation C character located in this 
drawing Nakagami side, and this 1st slide member 25 and being prepared in the vertical 
direction possible [ relative displacement ] It is constituted including the 2nd slide 
member 26 of the shape of an end-face abbreviation KO character by which said dinner- 
pad section 18 is fixed to a lower limit side, and the 1st and 2nd whole slide member 25 
and 26 die length is changed, and the height of the body 15 of a keyboard can be adjusted 
now. here - the 1st slide member 25 — the back end side ~ mutual — abbreviation - the 
regions of back of a Uichi Hidari pair which become flat-tapped — it constitutes including 
34 and 34 having -****-- these regions of back - between 34 The attachment . 
member 63 of the shape of a plate which equipped the right-and-left width of face of the 
1st slide member 25 with ******** right-and-left width of face is fixed, and the lower 
limit side of each shoulder credit sections 20 and 20 is attached pivotable by Rivet R in 
the field of this attachment member 63. By this, the shoulder credit sections 20 and 20 
become pivotable in the direction which is attached in the right-and-left width of face of a 
slide unit 19 in a******** location, and meets the field of the attachment member 63 
centering on Rivet R. In addition, since it is not the summary of this invention, detailed 
explanation is omitted, but in this invention, as long as it is located in the center of 
abbreviation of the wearing person's P thorax B, various structures are employable about 
the structure of the other slide units 19. Moreover, as a thorax side unit in this invention, 
the thing of structure which does not have a slide function is also employable. 
[0012] Said each shoulder credit sections 20 and 20 are making the configuration 
acquired by bending partially the band-like piece member to which a tip curves in the 
shape of a hook as shown in drawing 2 - drawing 4 . It is constituted by the shoulder pad 
field 65 of the shape of a curve side in alignment with the cross direction of Shoulder S 
(refer to drawing 1 ), and the base field 66 which carried out include-angle displacement 
in the state of wearing of the wearing person P so that it might be extended outside 
toward the shoulder pad field 65 fi'om a slide unit 19. 

[0013] Said base field 66 is constituted by the bending section 68 of the shape of an 
abbreviation straight line formed in one place the middle, abbreviation flat side-like up 
field 66A located above the bending section 68 concerned, and lower field 66B of the 
shape of an abbreviation flat side which is located under the bending section 68 and fixed 
to the attachment member 63. as shown in drawing 3 , the bending section 68 is front 
view, it is formed so that up field 66A may be crooked outward to lower field 66B, and is 
shown in drawing 4 - as - side view - it is - up field 66A - lower field 66B - 
receiving - being backward (facing the left in the said drawing) it is formed so that it 
may be crooked, the include angle theta 1 formed of the bending section 68 and lower 
field 66B in fi'ont view here as shown in drawing 3 — alienation of each shoulder pad 
fields 65 and 65 of right-and-left both sides - it is set up so that width of face may suit 
the breadth of its shoulders, the inclination with which the include angle theta 2 formed 
of up field 66A and lower field 66B goes to Thorax B from the wearing person's P 
shoulder S in side view on the other hand as shovra in drawing 4 --****** — it is set up 
like. 

[0014] Therefore, since each shoulder credit sections 20 and 20 are attached in the right- 
and-left width of face of a slide unit 19 in the ******** location, when according to such 
an example the wearing person P shoulders and it has equipped with tools 16, there is no 
member which is equivalent to Thorax B outside a slide unit 19, and the effectiveness 



that the feeling of oppression to the thorax B at the time of use of the Martin GUKI board 
10 can be reduced is acquired. 

[0015] since [ moreover, ] each shoulder credit sections 20 and 20 have structure which 
can be rotated along the field of the attachment member 63 ~ alienation of each shoulder 
pad fields 65 and 65 — width of face can also be adjusted to the optimal width of face 
according to each wearing person P. 

[0016] In addition, although the Martin GUKI board 10 shouldered and illustration 
explanation was given about tools 16 in said example, the others from which the 
candidate for support differs can shoulder not only this but other musical instruments, 
goods, etc., and this invention can also apply them to tools. 
[0017] Moreover, as long as it is not limited to said example of illustration, and is 
attached in a ******** location as a configuration of said shoulder credit section 20 at 
the right-and-left width of face of the thorax side unit 19 and the wearing person's P 
shoulder S can be equipped, other configurations, such as a configuration to which the 
undulation and the twist were added on the way, are also employable. 
[0018] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since the shoulder credit section of a Uichi Hidari pair with 
which a wearing person's shoulder is equipped in a ******** location was attached in the 

right-and-left width of face of the thorax side unit located in a wearing person's center of 
thorax abbreviation according to this invention as explained above, rather than a thorax 
side unit, the conventional lobe which projects in right-and-left both directions can 
become unnecessary, can reduce the feeling of oppression to a thorax, and can give a 
good feeling of wearing. 

[0019] Moreover, since it had the base field which carried out include-angle displacement 
so that said shoulder credit section might be extended outside toward a shoulder pad field 
from a thorax side unit, even if each shoulder credit section is attached in the right-and- 
left width of face of a thorax side unit in a ******** location, it becomes possible to 
double spacing of each shoulder pad field with a wearing person's breadth of its 
shoulders. 



CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] By having the shoulder credit section of a Uichi Hidari pair with which the 
body can be equipped where a predetermined support object is supported and with which 
shoulders and a wearing person's shoulder is equipped in tools, and the thorax side unit 
which stands in a row in these shoulder credit section, and is located in a wearing 
person's center of thorax abbreviation, it is characterized by to attach said shoulder credit 
section in the ******** location in the right-and-left width of face of said thorax side 
unit, and shoulders, and they are tools. 

[Claim 2] The claim 1 publication characterized by having a shoulder pad field in 
alignment with the cross direction of said shoulder and the base field which carried out 
include-angle displacement so that it might be extended outside toward a shoulder pad 
field from said thorax side unit shoulders, and said shoulder credit section is tools.
